There are no indications that any units have been withdrawn 
from the occupied countries or that any new units have arrived 
from the soviet union. There are, however , first indications 
that new recruits arrived in the Soviet zone of Germany after 
mid -January 1950.

ducted almost exclusively at the military posts, some reports 
referred to training courses for officers and some small-scale 
special exercises. Although no large&soale winter maneuvers 
have been observed there may have been some before March 1950, 

indications are that troops iirill move to the troop training 
grounds after the end of March 1950 as they did last year, 

0 . numerous reports received between lc February and 10 March 
1950 confirmed and supplemented the OB situation of the jovlet 
Ground Force unit3 in the soviet Zone of Germany.

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I. Transportation situation. 

(1) operating conditions of the joviet hone railroad im- 
proved in February 1650 but nevertheless continued to be 
critical duo to a ohortiv e of locomotives caused by the high 
percentage under repair (30 to 34 percent) and, in so®.© rail— 
road districts, a shortage of coal. 

The backlog of trains av/aiting disp&oh could be lowered to 
117 for the entire zone, which represents a tolerable amount. 
The ooul stockpiles continued to dwindle* They amounted to 
176,028 tons on 7 February 1950 (emergency coal reserve; 
150,375 tons, service coal on hand; 85,653 tons).
